An Agreement Kffected With 
Brazil. ; 


The First Step in Blaine’s Pet Inter- 
national Scheme 


A Vast Market Opened to Products of 
the United States, 


Proclamation by the President An- 
nouncing the New Trade 
Deaparture--How It Was 
Brought About. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WaAsuINGTON, Feb. 5.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.} The Post anuounces 
this moruing that negotiations which | 
have been in progress between the | 
United States and Brazil, resulted last 
Saturday in the signingof an agree- 
ment(under the reciprocity clause of 
the new tariff law) by Secretary Biaine 
and Sefior Mendoza, the Brazilian Min- 
ister, The agreement has been ap- 
proved by President Harrison and a 
proclamation announcing the fact will 
probably be made public withoutdelay. 
The agreement will gointo effect on 
the first day of January next. The 
Post adds that it is understood similar 
agreements with Cuba and Venezuela 
are being nogotiated. 

Under the provisions of the agree- 
ment Brazil reduces her import charges 
upon American farm products $5,000,- 
000 annually. The present annual im- 
portation of sugar from Brazil is about 

25,000 tons and it is believed that 
under the stimulus which this re- 
ciprocity will give, she wili this year 
increase her sugar shipments to 200,- 
000 tons, next year to 500,009 tons and 
that in five years Brazil will be able 
to furnish all the sugar required in 
the United States. Some idea of the 
far-reaching importance of thig re- 
ciprocal agreement may be gathered 
from estimates which bave been made 
ofincreased trade which willresult. At 
present the United States pays to Bra- 
zil annually about $65,000,000, while it 
only receives $8,000,000 in return. It 
is expected that in three years Brazil 
will pay the United States in return for 
our manufactures and products at least 
$25,000,000, which amount will be dis- 
iributed eemoous every section of

the country. ot only does Brazil 
lace a great many articles on the free 
ist, but it bas been arranged that on 
otuer articles in the manufacture of | 
which Europe competes with this 
country, the tariff willbe lowered 
in our favor to an extent which will 
make it more profitable for Brazilians 
to import goods from this country than 
from Europe. 
THE PROCLAMATION ISSUED. 

This afternoon the, President issued 
a prociamation setting forth that the 
Brazilian Minister has communicated 
to the Secretary of State the fact that 
in due reciprocity and for the consid- 
eration of the admission into the 
United States free of all duty, of 
articles enumerated in section 3 of the 
Tariff Act, to wit: sugars, molasses, 
coffee and hides, the Government of 
Brazil bas, by legal enacitmeut, author- 
ized the admission from and after 
April 1, 1891, into all established ports 
of entry ot Brazil, free of duty,

The proclamation states further that 
the Secretary of State bas by the l’resi- 
deut’s direction given assurance to the 
Brazilian minister that this action of 
bis government in granting exemption 
frow duties to products and manufac- 
tures of the United States is accepted 
as due retiprocity for the action of 
Congress as set forth in section 3 
of the Tariff Act. Therefore, the 
President has caused the above-stated 
modifications of the tariff laws of LBra- 
zil to be made public for the informa- 
tion of citizens of the United States.

- Robbery. 


MR. FLOYD’S CLOSE CALL. 


An East Side Grocery Man Danger- 
ously Wounded bya Foot-pad 
—No Clew tothe Would- 

be Murderer. 


Last eyoning between 7 and § o’clack, F. 
L. Floyd, who keeps a grocery storein the 
postoflice building, at the corner of Downey 
and Griffin avenues, was shot and seri- 
ously wounded by a highwayman. Mr. 
Floyd closed his place of business about 
7 o’clock, and startea to.bis home on North 
Sichel street; just before he reached bis 
destination he was stopped by a man 
whom he did not recognize as any one he 
had ever seen before. 

The party was not masked but in his 
hand he held a revolver. He demanded of 
Mr. Floyd his cash box and his book which 
he had in bis bands. 


Floyd promptiy declined to give the 
armec Claude Duval either book or cash, 
whereupon the latter leveled his revoiver 
and fired. The ball struck hong br in the 
jaw and passing through his face lodged be- 
hind his ear. 

The highwayman then turned and ran 
down Sichel street and disappeared. Mr. 
Floyd had a revolver with him, and as 
quickly as he could he drewit. ‘Three 
shots he fired at his assailant, but whether 
or not any of them «cok effect is not known. 
He believes, however, that at least one of 
them was effective. 

As soon as Mr. Floyd recovered himself 
sufliciently he retraced his ste managing 
to reech Downey avenue, ere succor 
reached him and he was at once given 
medica! aid. 

An examination of his wound developed 
the fact that it was roally a dangerous one. 
He was, a3 soon as pract.vable, removed to 
bis home on North Sichel street, where he 
wiil be carefully looked after. ~ 

The attending physician stated last even- 
ing that forthe present at least he could 
not tell what the outcome of.the case 
would be. ‘ 

A thorough search was made Jast evening 
to discover some clue by which the daring 
and murderous highway robber could De 
identified. Not the slightest trace couid be 
found by which the possible murderer can 
be unearthed and run down. The East 
Siders have no theory to advance as to who 
the party might possibly be. 

‘There have been several occurrences of 
a nature similar to this one on the East 
Side of late, but this is the first time that, 
a shot has been fired or in fact that weapons 
have been used to accomplish a highway 
robbery. In fect it is claimed that the 
quietand peaceable citizens living on the 
east side of the river bave been annoyed 
to aconsiderabie extent by a gang ef “hoid 
ups.”” The event of last evening, however, 
will arouse the community to an extent that 
willresultin the wiping outof the gang 
if one exists. 

The police will take the matter in hand

Sheward, to look after the interests 
of the people in the hill districts, 
The matter was discnssed at great 
length, pretty much the same ground being 
covered as atthe special meeting of the 
Council Wednesday morning. A number 
of instances were cited where the rate 
charged by the companies was farin excess 
of that authorized by the Council. The 
representatives of the Citizen’s and East 
Side Company thought the Council could 
sllow these companies to charge a higher 
rate than the City Company, on account of 
the greater expense they were at,and the 
smaller service. This idea did not, how- 
ever, meet with much favor,as it was 
urged thatit would be in the nature of 
special legislation. and was therefore ille- 
gal. Several of those present expressed the 
opinion that unless there was svime way by 
which the Council covid compel the 
Water Companies to abide by the rates 
fixed by the Council, it was a mere waste of 
time to consider the matter at all. Hereto- 
fore the Council had established the legal 
rates, and the companies had charged what 
they pleased, and if the bills were not paid 
the supply was shut off, and it was suggested

VERY COMPLICATND CASE. 


An Attorney’s Oratory Summarily 
Smothered by - Judge Smith— 
Saloon Keepers “Cinched"’— 
New Cases. 


During the month of January Marie Mer- 


+ Ged Dessaud petitioned the Suprome Court 


_ to be app»inted guardian of her husband, 
--Pierre Dessaud, whom she alleged was _in- 
sane. The evidence taken in the case went 
to show that Pierre was an old man, 75 
years of age, and that he had not been liv- 
ing with his wife for somes time. The rea- 
son, he alleged, was that his better haif 
mistreated him, among other things charg- 
ing bim $5 per week for board, and forcing 
him to pay the sum in advance. 

At this hearing it was also developed that 
the old gentleman had considerable prop- 
erty, both in this State and the country of 
his nativity, France. It was also shown 
that be had made a Will leaving the greater 
_ part of this money and property to rel atives 
in France. 

For this reason Mrs. Dessaud wanted a 
guardian appointed for him ashe was giv- 
ing away aboutall be had and when he 
‘died she wouid be left nothing. Juage 
Clark denied the petition for the appoint- 
ment of a guardian. 

It was but a short time after this that 
Pierre Dessaud died, to-wit, on Janu 
26th last. A search was m de for his wii 
but none could be fuund. It was koown 
that atthe time bis wife had c mimenced 
the proceedings in court a will purporting 
to be his haa been turned up... Vessaud 
upon being shown it then and there de- 
clared it to be a forgery, The instrument 

was turned over to him and he destroyed it 
by burning it. 

Steps were being taken by Mrs. Dessaud’s 
attorneys to secure for her the property of 
her deceased husband. Yesterday, how- 
ever, a document was received at the County 
Clerk’s office which puts an end to what 
might bave been a complicated case. 

From the Vice-Cousul of France at San 
.Francisco, County C.erk Ward received a 
copy of the will of Pierre 
Dessaud, In his letter of explanation the 
Vice-Consu! states that be had received the 
will from this city several weeks ago, with 
instractions to file it at the proper time. 

Learning of tne death of Dessaud he had 
forwarded the will to this on. 

The will is written in French, but it 
would seem according to its terms and con- 
tents that it was not intended to be filed in 

this country. lt refers exciusively to the 
property of the dead man which is in 

nee and disposes of it. 

adame Dessaud’s lawyers claim that 
the iuteution was to have the will sent to 
France and there to have it probated. 

The will is dated November 14, 1890. 
Among the provisions is one giving 12,000 
francs to Jean ©. Dessaud of 15 Kue Ki- 
voli, Paris; 12,000 francs is given to a niece; 

10,000 francs is given to two other nieces, 
and 2000 francs is given toafriend. All of 
these parties who are beneficiaries reside in 
France, The total value of the property 
disposed of by the will is $12,000. 

But as to some #3000 or $4000 which Des- 
saud has in the local banks no reference is 
made. It will theref.re go to his wife, 
Marie Merced Dessaud.

GETTYSBURG. 


The Historic Fieid a Quarter of a 
Century After. 
{The Count of Paris in North American Re- 
view for February.| 

The citizens of Gettysburg were 
right to appreciate the remarkable 
character of the visit which took place 
on the 15th of October, for I Believe 
that there is not one of the innumer- 
able battlefields of old Europe which 
has been revisited by such a number 
of the leaders of the victorious army, 
assembied on the same day to go to- 
gether on the historical ground and 
combine their remembrances of a 

uatter of a century past, to enrich, if 

can say 80, their common fund of in- 
formation. I «understand that each 
of them has promised to give 
his personal impressions of tbat 
visit. N et could be more interest- 
ing for the student of history than the 
military critic. In company with such 
high authorities l eannot presume to 
add to their statements anything which 
would be of interest for thé one or the 
other. Moreover, if the impressions of 
a European officer may be of some 
value to the readers of this, I shall 
yield the pen to my friend aad com- 
panion, Col. de Parseval, who has al- 
ready recorded these impressions in a 
Frency military paper,where they have 
beou duly appreciated. However, this 
can say: that, having 
scribed the field of battle, and mas- 
tered, 1 believe, all the operations 
which were conducted upon it, without 
having seen the ground, I was very 
anxious to know whetber the personal 
inspection of this ground would corre- 
spond or not with the ideas I had 
formed by the study of the maps. That 
my expectation was fully realized speaks 
volumes in favor of the accuracy of 
those maps. I confess that only by a 
very natural process of the mind I had 
imagined that every inequality of the 
ground, except perhaps the bold pro- 
files ofthe Round 
Hill, was more marked than I foun 
tobe in reality. It was only when we 
were crammed on the platform of the 
belfrey of the theological seminary 
that I clearly understeod the strengt 
and importance of the ridge to whic 
this building gives its name. From 
there aiso il Was easy to recognize the 
natural weakvess of the position in 


which the Eleventh Corps had to sup-. 


port the bruct of Ewell’s attacks.

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CHEAP MONEY. 


Cheap monoy is a. crying want 
throughout the western country. Our 


| undeyeloped resources are immense, 


but the power of developing them is, 
to @ great extent, lacking, owing to the 
dearness of money. On the other 
hand, there are sums of idle money 
throughout the State, notably in the 
hands of wage earners, which in the 
aggregato, amount to a large capital, 
suflicient to do much good in the way 
of improvement and development. 

It was with the view of utilizinzga 
pottion of this idle mionéy, and at the 
same time benefit.ng its owriers, that 
a corporation Known as the California 
Guarantee Investment Company was 
formed in San Francisco last year with 
a guaranteed capital of $200,000, and 
an authorized invostment fund 
of $50,000,000. The officers of 
the company are Hi, M. A. Mil- 
ler, president; John D. McKee, vice- 
president, John W. Butler, secretary; 
C. O. Perry, general manager; the 
Sather Banking Company, treasurer, 
and the California Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company, trustee. Shortly af- 
terwards abranch office was established 
in Los Angeles, with Horace Hiller, 
president; 8S. K. Lindley, vice-presi- 
dent; H. W. Hellman, W. B. Cline, L. 
W. Blinn, Theo. Summerland and Wm. 
M. Van Dyke, directors; Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank, collector for Los An- 
geles; Bb. L. Brown, general agent for 
Southern California, and George 8S. 
Watson, general agent for Los Angeles 
county. All business pertaining to 
Southern California can be transacted 
here without reference to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The object of the company, as stated 
in its prospectus, is to bring into inti- 
mate relations the borrowing and in- 
vesting classes. The borrower, neces- 
sarily being asharebolder, is credited 
with his proportion of the profits the 
same as the investor. Thus, all the 
interest and installments on his shares 
paid by him to the iuvestment fund is 
atonce put to earning money, with 
which to assist in paying his loan. The 
methods of the company are not 
new and untried.

Stete from places where it is cheap, 
and useitfor the purpose of legiti- 
mate development are worthy of all 
encouragement; The result is far 
miore beneficial than the obtaining of 
outside money for mere speculative 
purposes. Everyone who has property 
to offer as ‘security, may, under this 
system, obtain a loan promptly and on 
very moderate terms. Instead of get- 
ting one third of the value of his 
land and paying twelve per cent. 
gross, he can get half tie 
appraised value at the rate 
of six per cent. gross. In this manwer, 
asettler who has acquired his. title 
from the Government can borrow 
enough money on his guarter section to 
make improvements, buy cattle, plant 
crops, etc., which willenable him to 
repay the installments due onthe loan. 
Such a system as this offers all that 
is good in Stanford’s land loan scheme, 
without its impracticable and foolish 
features. California farmers do not 
ask for money at two per cent. They 
can well afford to pay six per cent. 
gross, but they cannot afford to pay 
twelve per cent.

A polite Englishman 
comes today to the Marquesans and is 
amazed to tind the men tatooed; polite 
Italians came not long ago to England 
and found our fathers stained with 
woad; and when I paid the return visit 
as a little boy, I was highly diverted 
with the backwardness of Italy; so in- 
secure, 60 mucha matter of the day 
and hour, is the, préeminence of race. 
It was so that L hig upon a means of 
communication which I recommended 
to travelers. When I desired any de-

A read runs from end toend of the co- 
vert among beds of flowers, the milli- 
ner’s shop of the community, and bere 
and there, inthe grateful twilight, in 
an air filled with a diversity of sceuts. 
and still within heuring of the surf 
upon the reef, the native bouses stand 
in scattered neighborhood. The same 
word, as we bave seen, represents in 
many tongues of Polynesia, with scarce 
a shade of difference, the abode of 
man. But although the word be the 
saine, the structure itself continually 
varies; and the Marquesan, among the 
mnost backward and barbarous of is- 
landers, was yet the most commo- 
diously lodged. ‘The grass huts of Ha- 
waii, the bird-cage houses of ‘Tabiti, or 
the open shed, with the crazy Vene- 
tian blinds, of the polite Samoa:.—none 
of these cau be compared with the 
Marquesan paecpae-hae, or dwelling 
platiorm. The paepae is an oblong

bis eyes suddenly to flash and his 
statureto swell. A white horsemau 
was coming down the mountain, and 
as he passei, ana while he paused to 
exchange salutions with myself, Hoka 
was still staring and rofiling like a 
gamecock. It was a Corsican who had

—cocon chauvage, as Ilolka wmispro- 
nounced it. With people so nice and 
80 touchy it was scarce to be supposed 
that our. company of _greenhorns 
should not blunder into offences. Hoka, 
on one of his visits, fell suddenly 
ina brooding silence, and presently 
atter left the ship with cold formal- 
ity. When he took me back into favor 
he adroitiy and pointedly explained the 
nature of my offense: I had asked him 
to sell cocoanuts; and in Hoka’s view 
articles of food were things that a gen- 
tleman should give, not seli; or, at 
ieust, that he should not sell to any 
friend. On another occasion I gave 
my boat’s crew a luncheon of chocolate 
and biscuits. £ had sinned, I could 
never learn bow, against some point of 
and though I was dryly 
thanked, my offerings were left upon 
tbe beach. But our worst mistake was 
a slight we puton Toma, Hoka’s adarr- 


terrace, built without cement, of black 
volcanic stone, trom twenty to fifty 
feet in length, raised from four to 
eight feet from the earth, and accesi-

width, runs the open front of the houss/

In the first 
pines, we did not cali upon him, as per- 
aps we should, in his fine new Euro- 
an house, the only one in the hamlet. 
n the second, when we came ashore 
upon a visit to his rival, Taipi-kikino, 
it was ‘Joma whom we saw 
standing at the head of the 
beach, a magnifi ent figure of a man, 
magnificently tattooed; and it was of 
Toma that we askea our question: 
‘*Where is the chief?” .““What chief?” 
cried Toma, and turned his back on 
the blasphemers. Nor did he forgive 
us. Hoka came and went with us 
daily; but-alone. I believe,of all the 
countryside, neither ‘oma nor bis wife 
set foot on board the Casco. ‘The 
temptation resisted it is hard for a 
European to compute.. The ‘“Fiying 
City of Laputa,” moored for a fort- 
nightin St. James Park, affords but a 
pale figure of the Casco anchored be- 
fore Anaho; for the Londoner has still 
his change of pleasures, but the Muar- 
quesan passes to his grave through an 
unbroken uniformity of days. 

On the afternoon before it was in- 
tended we should sail,a valedictory 
party came on board; nine of our par- 
ticular friends equipped with gifts and 
dressed as for a festival. Hoka, the 
chief dancer and singer, the greatest 
dandy of Auaho, aud one of the bhand- 
somest young fellows in the world— 
sullen, showy, dramatic, light as a 
feather and strong as an ox—it would 
have been bard on that occasion to rec- 
ognize, as he sat there stooped and si- 
lent, his face heavy anc gray. It was 
strange to see the lad so much affected; 
stranger still to recognize in his last 
gift one of the curios we had 
refused om the first day, and 
to know our. friend, so gayly 
dressed, so plainly moved at 
our departure, for oie of the ha f- 
paked crew that had besieged aud in- 


sulted us on our arrival; strangest of 


plain and dignified -hospi- 


all, perhaps, to find in that carved 
handle of a fan. the last of those curi- 
osities of the first day which had now 
all been givento us by their posses- 
sors—their chief merchandise, for 
which they had sought to ransom us 
as long as‘we were strangers, which 
they pressed on us for nothing as soon 
as we were. friends. The last visit 
was not long protracted: One. after 
another they shook hands and got 
down iuto their canoe, when 
Hoka turned his back immediately 
upon the ship, so that we saw his face 
no more. Tuipi, on the other hand, 
remained standing and facing us with 
gracious valedictory gestures; and 
when Capt. Gtis dipped the ensign the 
whole party saluted with their hats. 
‘This was the farewell; the episode of 
our visit to Anahbo was held concluded; 
and though the Casco remained nearly 
forty. hours at her moorings, not one 
returned on board, and I am inclined 
to think they avoided appearing on the 
beach. This reserve and dignity is the 
finest trait of the Marquesan.

BATTLES BETWEEN INSURGENTS 
AND TROOPS.

The Rebeis Beaten, but Preparing 
to March on Santlago-A Pos- 
sible Solution of the 
Difficulty. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Paris, Feb. 5.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A dispatch to the 
Gaulois from Buenos Ayres says the 
Chilian rising is due to violence on the 
part of the Chilian regulars. The 
rising occurred at Castro. The battle 
between regulars and insurgents lasted 
three hours. Seventeen of the former 
and 130 of the latter were killed. 
Profiting by the revolt, the hostile sec- 
tions of the Chilian regulars attacked 
one another with knives tosettle an 
old quarrel, and the insurgents around 
the city joined in, the fighting lasting 
two days. 

‘Lhe number of persons killed is not 
known exactly, but is large. The har- 
bor is patroled by volunteers who are 
partisans of the President, assisted 
by 2000 sailors. The revolt appears to 
be reduced to the principal barbors. 

‘Beaten on all sides, the insurgents 
intend to retreat to the mountains, as- 
sume the defensive aud march toward 
Santiago, which is now denuded of 
troops. Friends advise the President 
to convoke Congress, which would set- 
tle the quarrel.

Squashes and Watermelons Going 
Out—Cahuenga Products. 
IChicago Tribune Jan. 27.1 
Maj.:Truman, who has charge of 
the free exhibit of the four southern 
counties of California, on the ground 


floor of the Rialto Building, said yes-| 


terday: 

“My 250 and 281 pound squashes 
have given up the ghost, after having 
puton tremenduous airs here since 
Oct. 1. All of my 100-pound water- 
melons that lay around here loose for 
more than two months have gone 
down the river. My beets that were 
from three feet to four feet ten inches 
in length have decayed. Oct.8 last I 
had twenty-four plates of quinces 
from San Diego and Orange counties, 
any single one of which weighed from 
twoto three pounds. [I had twent 
plates of pears from the above-name 
counties which weighed from one and 
one-half to three pounds each pear. 
The last plate of quinces was removed 
a few days ago, buttwo plates of the 
original pears remain. Six weeks ago 
I had twenty-two plates of persim- 
mons and pomegranates; now | have 
only three left. I stili have about 
thirty piates of apples, the most from 
Julian, San Diego county, and a few 
from Cahuenga, Lés Angeles county; 
but they are getting shriveled. I 
shall probably have no more peaches 
or grapes or apples or quinces or pears 
or squasbes or watermelons until next 
summer, andthen 1 will have some 
**stem-winders.”’ 

Then Manager Truman showed six 
immense heads of cauliflower that had 
been picked Jan. 10, twelve boxes of 
straw berries, tliree plates of tomatoes, 
and some bananas, oranges, lemons, 
and limes that had just arrived from 
Los Angeles county; some guavas and 
honey from Mme. odjeska’s ranch, 
near San Juan Capistrano in Orange 
county, and all the varieties of dried 
and preserved fruits known in two 
zones from San Bernardino county, 
and raisins from ailfour of the coun- 
ties. He showed olives and olive oil 
and figs seut from the Kimball 
Brothers, National City, San Diego 
county, and also some potatoes labeled 
“Planted Sept. 30,1890, and dug Jan. 
1, 1891, Los Angeles county.” He 
has several equzshesleft, the biggest 
sweet potatoes weighing 70 pounds, 
and ahillot Irish potatoes weighing 
64 pounds. 

Last week Mrs. Cornelins Cole, wife 
of ex-United States Senator Cole, who 
now lives at Cahuenga, Los Augeles 
county, sent cauliflower, green and 
ripe tomatoes, oranges, lemons, limes, 
grape fruit, shaddocks, persimmons, 
pears, apples, orange blossoms, 
guavas, strawberries, green peas, and 
string beans—a!! taken from around 
her house Jan. 6. Maj. Truman aiso 
showed some five London layers and 
loose muscatel raisins from Ei Cajon, 
San Diego county; any quantity of 
raisins, jellies, preserves, and jams 
ffom Riverside, San Bernardino 
county; peanuts, chestnuts, almonds, 
pécans, and wonderful English wal- 
nuts from Orange county; and an end- 
less variety of dried fruits trom Po- 
mona and Pasadena, Los Angeles 
county. He bad just received twelve 
cases of Coronady water from El Cor- 
onado, San Diego county, and sixteen 
cases of wine and five of brandy from 
the Sau Gabrie!

Practical Device of an In- 
genious Pasadenian. 


| ITIS A “GLITTERING SUCCESS.” 


The Present Ungainiy Style of Aro 
Electric Lamp Eclipsed by a 
Local Invention now on“ 
Exhibition. 


| For several nights past the visitor to the 
Nadeau Hotel has observed a new style of 
electric arc lamp burning in the lobby of 
that hostelry, and though he be but the 


veriest novice the art of “making light 


the waste places,” the great improvement 
in the outward appearance of the lamp has 
caused him to pause and perhaps wonder 
“how the old thing works,” 

The present style of arc lamp, which is 
over four feet long, and about as ungainly 
and awkward a piece of mechanism as It is 
possible to conceive of, is too well known 
to need description, ‘The fact that the car- 
bons burned in it are in the form of pen- 
cils, the lighting are forming at a single 
point, is well known, 

These carbons are short-lived, lasting but 
one night, hence necessitating a large force 
of “trimmers” with the consequent ex- 

pense, as wellas a daily waste of the un- 

consumed portions of the carbon. The 
| trimmer with his ladder is familiar to all in 
his daily rounds. 

Ever since the invention of lighting by 
electrieity the companies engaged itn that 
business have been crying for a lamp with 
a long-iife carbon, and that Mr. L. H. 
Buchanan, a young electrician of Pasadena, 
has solved the problem, has been proven by 
actual testson the circuit of the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company for the past two weeks,

The above cut shows the outward form of 
the lamp now in circuit, and no descrip- 
tion by letter press is sepa | to indicate 
that in eutward appearance atleast itis a 
long way in advance of any are light 
known, but when it is understood that 
this globe isa makeshift, getten up by lc- 
cal artisans, the opportunities for embel- 
lishment can be better appreciated. The 
facts are that the lamp can be enclosed 
in any form of globe and made as 
beautiful and ornamental as any gas lamp 
or chandelier. In. addition it occupies only 
about eighteen inches of space vertically, 
as against four feet and more by the old 
form of lamp. This wll permit its being 
placed in basements with low ceilings; in 
show windows and Many other piaces from 
which the present form of lamp is ex- 
cluded because of its length and ugliness,

The Cavbons. 


Another point of great excellence is that 
because of the carbons being entirely below 
all the mechanism of the lamp. there is no 
shadow bepeath it whatever. One who has 
driven a “skittish” borse over an are light 
shadow across the street at night will ap- 
preciate this point very clearly. 

The chief merit of the new invention, 
however, is in the form, size and length of 
life of the carbons, which are shown in the 
above cut. They are susvended on a hori- 
zontal plane, the are forming in the space 
A B.and “traveling,” as the combustion goes 
on, bickward and forward between those 
two points, the carbons constantly coming 
together at that point as consumption takes 
place. ‘The small arrows show the direction | 
n which the carbons travel, and the dotted 
lines in the first cut show where carbons 
are placed-in the lamp; but they may be 
operated on a vertical or other plane as well 
as horizontally, if desired, as the. patents 
cover these features. One pair of these 
carbons have been constantly in circuit in 
this lamp, during the test now 
being made, for seventy-two hours 
but they can be constructed sufficiently 
large to burn 300 hours if-desired: The 
light from the lamp is far whiter and stead- 
ier than from the Brush lamp burning on 
the other side of the lobby, and the at- 
tachés of the hotel say it far excels the lat- 
ter light in every respect.

WILD OLIVES. 


An Alleged Discovery in the Foot- 
hills of Butte. 
}Oroville Mercury.] 

Fred Erasmus Faul, who owns adairy 
farm near Oroville, has placed op ex- 
hibition at the Ophir saloon a bottle of 
“Dutch olives,’ which were picked. 
from trees on what he pleases to call 
the Faul & Finch tract, These berries 
resemble the picholine in color, but are 
much smaller in size. They differ 
from other olives in having a double 
seed and they grow on a bush instead 
ofatree, although they resemle the 
olive family to which they are closely 
allied. 

This olive was a discovery made by 
Faul and the name is one given it by 
himself. Itis an-indigenous variety 
aud when cultivated the bushes bear 

rolific crops. ‘The oil made from the 
rry, of which a sample is also shown, 
is of an excellent quality, although 
many claim that it is not as rich as 
that made from the standard olive. 
However, Faul thinks that itis des- 
tined to filla long-felt want and wil! 
suit the taste of people with thin 
blood firat rate, and will prove iniis- 
pensable for running machinery. 

Upon the tract there aro now about 
adozen of the bushes in full bearing 
and itis intended to. plant the entire 
Faul & Finch tract of ten acres to 
them. The attention of Faul was first 
called to this native olive by a herd of 
swine which he had feeding in an 
tract. These bushes were 
growing aloug the fence and the hogs 
partook of the berry with great gusto 
and preferred them to the alfalfa, and 
Fred finally concluded that what hogs 
considered good must have some merit 
unknown to man, and he began an in- 
vestigation which has resulted as 
above related. 

A sampleof the ‘Dutch olive” and 
the oil extracted therefrom will be ex- 
hibited at the Marysville fair and the 
Genet expect to secure a‘special pre- 
mium. 


BOOM STEAMER LINES. 


San Diego Papers Piease Make 
Note of This. 
18an Francisco Chronicle.J 

A Chicago paper gives currency toa 
rumor that Gen. Alger and others have 
a sclieme on foot to build up the towns 
on Puget Sound into great terminal 
points, and to take from this city the 


bulk of her trade with the Orient by 
establishing an independent line of 
steamers to China. 

Gen: Alger, it is fairto say, denies 
the story and declares thatitis alla 
fabrication. He says he isnot inter- 
ested in such a oreject and does not 
believe in the report that such a steam- 
ship line is to be established. 

All this boom talk and rumors about 
lines of steamers to Chinaand else- 
where sound very familiar, though 
heretofore the terminal point has been | 
south of us instead of north. If all 
the projected lines bad been put into 
operation. the Pacific Ocean would be 
like the bay between this city and 
Oukland, with a boat leaving every 
fifteen minutes or thereabouts. 

The Oriental trade is not great 
enough to warrant an independent line 
of steamers from Puget Sound, nor 
would the citiés on the sound be bene- 
fited particularly by such an enterprise. 
Those cities must grow upon the -re- 
sources of the conntry back of them, 
not upon the commerce of China and 
Japan, most of which is only in transit. 
That they. will grow and flourish no 
one doubts, but they will riot be San 
Franciscos, and a dozen lines of steam- 
ers to China would not make them ri- 
vals of this city. 


A STARVATION CURE, 
After Forty Years 
Gives His Stomach a Rest. 

A dispatch from Alton, Illinois, 
says: The fast of George Harris has 
come to an end, but not, as universally 
expected, by his death. Yesterday he 
finally yielded to the importunities of 
his friends, and agreed to obey direc- 
tions and try to recover bis health.

Harris has spent a fortune in trying 
to find a cure; and has visited all the 
leading heaith resorts in the land, and 
now it appears that his attempt at 
suicide will. prove the means of-his 
restoration to beaith.
